Government Notification No. 878 of 1896 
only spplies to ‘cocklofis in rooms parti-

THE COOLIE TRAFFIC TO THE 
STEAITS, 
LIVE OM CHINESE INMIGRART sHIrs. 


Tn viow of the large namber of immi- 
grants that ara now daily arriving from 
China, sometimes numbering one, two, and 
three thousand per diem, it will not, por- 
hape, be altogether uninteresting to place 
before your readers @ briof sketoh of where 
theae vest hordes of ooolies are recruited 
from, and their ways and life on board the 
steamers which bring them to the Straits 
Bettlemonta—the Paradise of the Chinese 
coolie, .As far back as 188 and sncoceding 
years, at oertato times, the exodus of coolies 
from Amoy snd Swatow was as great then 
almost ae tt is now; and, as an officer then 
in the Chineso Customa sorvice, J have seon 
as many 26 siz and seven thousand icave 
Awoy alone in the course of a wook, not to 
mention Swatow, ' From about a month or 
softer the Chinese New Year till the end 
of June, may be put down as the busy 
time for cooli¢e traffic, and, thoagh it goes 
ou continually throughout the'year, the 
time I have mentiouod may be termed 
the coolie season. Fifteen and sixteen 
yeara ago, the balk of the traffo was in 
the hands of Straits Chinese steamship 
owners, and the presage ratea charged at 
that porivd, in the gond old days, was from 
$20 to $25 a bead including food. Sueb- 
steamers as the P, &0., Glen, and other 
oraok lines would not trouble themselves to 
call at Amoy or Swatow for ooolies, China 
ten was then considered thoir principal item 
of freight; but times have altered since 
then, when the carrying of covlics was loft 
to the Straits.owned steamers and chartered 
tramps in the busy seasou. But, during 
the last six or seyen years, awing to the | 


-} decline of the Chica ten tradé in favour of 


the Indian ond Ceylon product, tho groat 
ateamsbip lines have had to sink their'pride, 
aod are now engaged in the ooclie trafic 
jast as much as the locel-owned vessels have 
been for twenty and thirty years past,

Nothing es- 
oapes the cogle eyo of the eoolie; be must 
spend half an hour in trying to find out what 
thera tein the stokehold ventilators, pry 
into the galleys, poke his nosa into the cabin 
windows, officers’ rooms, and bath rooms, 
rubs off the paint from. tho engino-room 
skylights, ond, in fact, intrudes where ho 
is not wanted. Ho, asa rule, reccives more 
kioka than half-penos in consequences, At 
half-paat two or s0, the coolies are mustered 
together, and, at three o'clock, the Consul, 
soopmpanied by his olerk and constable, 
arrives, and the posseogers are vounted.

from oholera, but the captain and obin- 
chow decided vthorwiso, and perbapas it was 
as well that thay did so, for eleven daya on 
a coolie ship, although aa cabin passenger, 
is quite sufficient for any ordisary man, 
without being compelled to rustioate on St, 
Jobn’s'Lalacd for any length of time, What 
becomes of these coolie immigrants after 
their arrival ia well-néwd. Some snoceed 
wellenongh, but many go to the bad as is 
evidenced nuy day in the Police - Courta, 
From amongst the many thoussnds: that I 
have seen depart from Qhina, it would, of 
cours, be impossible to recognize any of 
thom again as they are all eo muoh alike,
